W ashington, May 9 (ZP)— Con­ 
gressional l e a d e r s cautiously 
talked of an early-June adjourn­ 
ment today and hopefully pointes 
their arrangements to that end. 
One principal factor of uncer­ 
tainty was offered by the wage- 
hour bill and to hurry that much- 
disputed measure along, the lead­ 
ership evolved a program under 
which, lf rules committee Repub­ 
licans agree, the measure may be 
expedited by a week or ten days. 
Pump Priming Next 
Meanwhile the senate, with a 
minimum of debate, finally ap­ 
proved a conference report on the 
compromise. 
$5,000,000,000 tout 
bill, which removes all but a rem­ 
nant of the controversial tax on 
undistributed 
corporate 
profits. 
Approval by the bouse, expected 
tomorrow 
or 
Wednesday, 
will 
send the measure to the White 
House. 
The house schedule called also 
for the beginning of debate on the 
president’s 
$4,500,000,000 
pro­ 
gram for combatting the depres­ 
sion with $4,500,000,000 of fed­ 
eral loans and expenditures. 
The 
leadership looked for passage by 
the end of the week.. 
Loans for Public Works 
After a fortnight of hearings 
the appropriations committee in­ 
troduced the bill just before ad­ 
journment today. It proposed ap­

and

totalling $3,054,435,000. The re*

Since Mr. Roosevelt has 
the power to pass finally on all 
projects to be undertaken, he said, 
the president would, in effect, still 
have the right of allocation. 
Southerners Unyielding 
The scheme for hurrying up tha 
wage-hour bill was evolved by 
Chairman O’Connor (D-N. Y .). of 
the house rules committee, which 
had twice refused to seud such 
legislation to the house floor. 
In each instance its refusal was 
followed by the signing of a peti­ 
tion by a majority of the house 
forcing the committee to relin­ 
quish the bill, 
in the first such 
instance the house finally voted to 
send the legislation back to the 
labor committee for revision. The 
second petition was signed last

NAVY BILL PUSHED 
W ashington, 
May 
8 </P)— The 
adm inistration's program to spend 
more than 91,000,000,000 for a 
bigger navy moved a step nearer 
enactm ent today when a senate- 
house conference c o m m i t t e e 
egreed on a compromise draft of 
the measure. 
Chairman Walsh (D-Maee.) of 
the senate naval affaire committee 
said the program probably would 
be taken up in the house tom or­ 
row, 
Final approval there would 
insure senate passage this week, 
he said. 
Then the measure would 
go to the White House. 
The conference group, appoint­ 
ed to adjust differences between 
separate senate and house bills, 
approved a provision giving the 
president discretion over the size 
of three new battleships author­ 
ised under the bill. 
Walsh said the president oould 
authorise ships 
of 
45,OOO 
tons 
each under the provision, which Is 
sim ilar to one approved by the 
Ballate. 
The house had voted to 
limit the vessels to 86,000 tons. 
The conference committee ap­ 
proved a |8,000,000 authorization 
for a new dirigible on condition 
the president 
deems 
such 
con­ 
struction necessary. 
It elim inated 
a house-approved authorization of 
118.000.000 for promoting lnven- 
tlons.

nature. It was of a philosophical 
purport and, at times, even bor­ 
dered on the religious. Through­ 
out the evening, Governor 
Mur­ 
phy's philosophy was revealed In 
his treatise of the weighty prob­ 
lems confronting the state and it 
was apparent from the reaction of 
the audience that he succeeded In 
Infusing Into his listeners hts own 
personal beliefs 
Need United F ront 
"There is no panacea for the 
problems we must solve 
today," 
said the governor. "W e m ust at­ 
tack them from all angles 
and: 
with unified action. 
We 
must 
throw away selfish political Inter­ 
ests and adopt good government 
enthusiastically. Labor and busi­ 
ness must work together. That is 
as It should be under 
a 
demo­ 
cracy. We must readjust our per­ 
sonal and public lives and forget 
exploitation and centralisation of 
wealth. By Joining of all forces, 
we can, and will, conquer our dif­ 
ficulties. I am sure of it." 
(Humid Look W ithin 
Exposing his deep religious be­ 
liefs, the governor explained the 
cause of present difficulties in the 
nation as being due to a large ex­ 
tent upon people’s loss of faith, 
"W e have placed too much em­ 
phasis," he said, "upon the exter­ 
nal phases of life. We have been 
too busy getting as much as possi­ 
ble from It at the expense of our 
neighbor. We ueed more of the In­ 
ternal— we should be concerned 
more of the mind, the heart and 
the soul. After all, life is so short, 
life la Just a breath. W e haven't 
time to live such a selfish exist­ 
ence. As the result of our loss of 
sight of the basic fundam entals of

“ I want to defend labor," the 
governor continued.

must admit, has made mistakes. 
Naturally, we cannot approve of 
all the things labor has done. But 
what we must do is to understand 
their mistakes and use peaceful 
methods in urging them to correct 
their errors. 
You cannot correct 
mistakes 
by 
spilling 
anyone’! 
blood and I shall always be proud 
of the fact that the strikes were 
settled without the loss of a tin ­ 
gle life. Industrialists, like labor­ 
ing men, are hum an 
and 
have 
hearts beating beneath their ex­ 
terior even as you and I. All we 
have to do In times of Industrial 
strife Is to get leaders of the two 
groups together Into one 
room 
and they'll settle their differences 
amicably. That la what we did In 
the autom otive Industry."

Under Faacism, we can 
build up industry and 
suppress 
labor labor. Under Communism, we can 
crush business and Industry, and 
set up a proletariat dictatorship. 
But lf we want to build our na­ 
tion for a better living for our 
people, we will all work togeth­ 
er." 
To Name Planning Body 
The governor said he was very 
much Interested In the problems 
of the Upper Peninsula, and that 
he had aahed the state officials to 
accompany him so that they could 
talk over various community m at­ 
ters with public officials and oth­ 
ers Interested. He urged the com­ 
m unities to take advantage of the 
new work relief program bo that 
they could get many worthwhile 
improvements. 
but 
cautioned 
against allowing politics to enter 
Into it. 
The Upper Peninsula has not 
eveu approached Ila good 
days, 
Governor 
Murphy 
declared, 
in 
commenting upon the possibilities 
for building up a great recreation­ 
al Industry. 
He also mentioned 
that he wae appointing a state 
planning commission, 
with two 
representatives from the 
Upper 
Peninsula, for studying the eco­ 
nomic and social needs of the en­

“VICTORY FOR FORD" 
Covington, Ky., May 9 (ZP)—The 
Ford Motor company blocked today 
effort^ of tho national labor rela­ 
tions board to withdraw from court 
the record of its case against the 
firm, and question arose immedi­ 
ately whether it also had halted 
the NLRB’s promised vacating of 
an order charging W agner act vio­ 
lations. 
Amending its ruling of last Fri­ 
day—permitting the board to with­ 
draw the documents—the sixth U. 
S. circuit court of appeals directed 
that the papers be made a part of 
the Ford company’s suit 
to 
set 
aside the contested order of last 
December 12. 
Several motions in­ 
cident to the suit are before the 
tribunal. 
Ford Chief Counsel Frederick H. 
Wood, of New York, described the 
court's ruling ae a 
"victory 
for 
Ford," and declared its effect would 
be to prevent the NLRB from re­ 
scinding tho order which directed 
retnstatm ent of 29 workers In a 
Michigan 
plant, 
who were dis­ 
charged for asserted union activity. 
The next step, he said, would be 
up to the board. Previously he had 
said In court however, that “if the 
board tried to deprive the court of 
jurisdiction by setting 
aside 
Its 
order, It would be In contempt of 
court.” 
Inland Case Reopened? 
Philip G. Phillips, ninth regional 
director for the NLRB, cited com­ 
ment by Judge C. C. Simons during 
the hearing that if the board’s 
order were vacated, all questions 
(raised by Ford) would be “aca­ 
demic,” and declared 
the 
board 
could rescind the order, thus “elimi­ 
nating certain Issues as to validity 
of the board’s procedure.” 
Developments here shared the 
spotlight with others in Chicago 
and Philadelphia. 
In 
Chicago, 
the 
labor 
board 
moved to set aside its precedent- 
setting decision against the Inland 
Steel corporation — first employer 
directed to sign a contract covering 
any 
collective bargaining agree­ 
ment reached with labor. 
The board announced that next 
Thursday It would serve formal 
notice upon Inland attorneys that 
"unless sufficient cause to the con­ 
trary is shown,” It would “vacate 
and set aside Its findings and order 
for the purpose of further proceed­ 
ings before the board.” 
Inland, Involved last year on a 
strike against "little 
steel.”

been directed to sign a written 
agreement with steel workers or­ 
ganising committee, a CIO affiliate, 
provided both parties could agree 
on terms. 
In Philadelphia, the U. S. circuit 
court of appeals postponed, pend­ 
ing further hearings Friday, a de­

Boats Take Cargoes from 


Chicago for Ports 
9 
In Europe 


Chicago, May 7 (ffY—Corn la­ 
den boats plying the Great Lakes 
this season are moving a record 
breaking volume of 
grain from 


Chicago to St. Lawrence ports and 
Europe. 
The lake shipping 
season 
is 


only a month old, but already 
approximately 10,000,000 bushels 
of grain, mostly corn, have been 
cleared from 
Chicago 
wharves. 


With the corn belt once more in 
the world market, having a large 
surplus 
for importing nations, 


most of the grain being concen­ 
trated here 
and 
now 
pouring 


through elevator spouts Into ship 
bottoms is destined 
for 
export 


abroad. 
The 
Calumet river, 
winding 


through the Immense industrial 
area on Chicago's far south side, 
Is dotted with freighters nosed up 
to sentinel-like elevators that are 
termfnala for grain drawn from 
thousands of farms in the vast 
agricultural belt tributary to the 
city. 
With the opening of lake navi­ 
gation, Chicago has become the 
nation's corn export center, tak­ 
ing over a large share of the busi­ 
ness 
that went to ports in the 


south during the winter. 
United 
States 
exports 
since 


harvest of the huge 
1937 
crop 


are estimated by the grain trade 
at approximately 48,600,000 bush­ 
els. During the calendar year 1937 
Imports totaled 86,000,000 bush­ 
els, mostly from Argentina. 
The 


nation's corn exports so far this 
season have exceeded 
those 
of 


any previous 
year since 
1923, 


when the total was 163,000,000 
bushels. 


Since April IO, when the first 
bpat load of grain left Chicago, 
8,706,000 bushels of corn have 
cleared this port. Lyman C. West, 
board of trade statistician, said 
this was an all-time record clear­ 
ance of corn for the first month of 
navigation. Approximately 1,074,- 
000 bushels of wheat also have 
been moved. 
Heavy bookings of 
corn for early clearance promised 
continuance of the active shipping 
season. Most of the grain is re­ 
loaded at Canadian ports. 
Up to the end of the first week 
of May last year only about 1,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat had been 
cleared. After corn began moving 
through the lakes in October, 7,- 
000,000 bushels were shipped in 
the last three months of the year. 
Lake shipments of all grain last 
year totaled 33,076,000 
bushels, 
the largest since 1934. 


The United Kingdom, Ireland, 
the Netherlands, Germany and 
Belgium have been principal buy­ 
ers of United States corn, accord­ 
ing to trade reports. 
Liberal 
offerings of corn from 
the country have kept pace with 
the movement of grain into export 
channels, traders said, with daily 
receipts in Chicago averaging 300 
to 400 cars.

Well Fertilised Soil

The frat signs of spring In any 
urban community are the liming 
and rolling of lawns. 
The use of lime Is now in dis­ 
favor and when the roller Is used 
at a time when the ground is too 
wet or too dry much harm can be 
done. 
Lawns need attention each 
spring but each one is a separate 
problem. 
If there is good depth of soil, 
but so many weeds that it is im­ 
possible to dig them up, put on 
an application of nitrate of soda, 
which will kill all the weeds and 
grass, but will add fertility to 
the soil. 
Turn under the 
dead 
plant* and proceed to make a new 
lawn. 
If there are patches of good 
grass and patches of weeds, burn 
out or dig up the weeds, put on 
some screened topsoil and com­ 
mercial plant food and sow grass 
seed. 
If the lawn had a good growth 
last year then give it the follow­ 
ing treatment to keep It good this 
year. 


Peer Boll 


Grass seed can be sown before 
the frost is out of the ground. 
The seed will fall into the porous 
crevices and will 
germinate 
In 
warm weather. 
The lawn needs rolling 
when 
tho frost is out, but be sure a lat­ 
er frost will not heave up the roots 
again. 
The way to tell when to 
roll a lawn is to walk on it. lf 
the footprint sinks in the ground 
and water stays in the depression 
moist, not too wet or too dry, 
then roll. 
- 
Give a lawn plant food 
each 
spring. 
Avoid cattle manure be­ 
cause of the introduction of weed 
seeds. 
Apdly a commercial ferti­ 
lizer made up of 12 per cent ni­ 
trogen, 6 per cent phosphoric acid, 
and 4 per cent potash. Use at the 
rate of 6 pounds per 1000 square 
feet. 
Sow a good variety 
of 
lawn 
seed at the rate of 8 to 8 pounds 
to 1000 square feet. 
A light top 
dressing of screened topsoil can 
be added. 
Be careful to get soil 
free of weed seeds.

Would Save Forests 
C 
ONSERVATION and civic organizations 
of the Upper Peninsula are recording 
themselves as wholeheartedly in favor of 
the bill introduced In Congress by 
Con­ 
gressman Frank Hook of Ironwood, pro­ 
viding for an appropriation of $10,000,- 
000 for acquiring forest areas In the west­ 
ern part of the peninsula. 
The timber tracts are located in 


were redoubled. 
They had started even 
before 1917. 
Little chemical companies, 
spotted here and there over the country, 
became centers of financial interest.

One hundred was passed, 110, and 
when the great collapse of 1929 arrived to 
confound all industry, the American chem­ 
ical industry had reached a peak of 126 
and this without any war stimulus. Chem­ 
icals had become a big, integral part or 
the American industrial scene. 
In the Great Depression that followed 
the chemical industry suffered the 
a1 
most universal fate of all American busi­ 
ness. 
The output dropped to pre-war vol­ 
ume. 
Plants were closed down all over 
the land. 
Very little m anufacturing of 
any kind was being done and, therefore, 
the demand for chemicals, was almost ab­ 
sent. 
Meantime chemical research had gone 
steadily forward. New processes had been 
invented or perfected and, at 
the 
first 
sign of general 
betterment 
In 
1933, 
chemicals shot up faster than almost any­ 
thing else. 
Thro were monthy dips In 
the general course but the 
trend 
was 
steadily upward. 
At the middle of last 
year production was about 106 and shoot 
Ing straight for the old 1929 peak when 
the recession came. 
The drop was 
as 
sudden, lf not more sudden, 
than 
that 
which took place in 1929. 
Both basic and 
composite chemicals lacked demand. 
The especially heartening fact in the 
present picture is that, since last Decem­ 
ber, chemical demand has Increased 20 
per cent. 
In the month-,©? March alone It 
increased 8 per cent and there is every 
sign of continuance. 
This strongly aug 
gests that the 
mauy 
other 
industries 
which must use chemicals in their pro­ 
duction have made a demand which her­ 
alds a general revival. 
W ar agitation abroad Is doubtless re­ 
sponsible for a part of the 
recent 
re­ 
covery In the chemical field, but the In­ 
dustry also is receiving Increasing dom­ 
estic orders. 
Research has continued dur­ 
ing the months of the recession as it did 
during the years of the Great Depression. 
The chemical industry bears a 
sort 
of 
magic wand. 
By Its alchemy It can trans­ 
mute goods which have been overproduc­ 
ed In one line into other goods which will 
find a separate market, thus reducing un- 
anageable surpluses. 
There are 
many 
Indications that the 
chemical 
industry 
will be In the vanguard in 
leading 
the 
country out of its recent doldrums.

Urges Roadside Planting 
IHE Milwaukee Journal has been wag­ 
ing a persistent editorial campaign in 
B ar-1 it* “On W isconsin” column for the 
pre- 
aga, Gogebic, Houghton, Iron and Hough­ 
ton counties, and would form a part of the 
Ottawa national forest. This Is considered 
to be the last area of virgin timber of any 
considerable size. 
If the federal govern­ 
ment could acquire this timber, the For­ 
est Service would be placed in charge and 
would undertake selective cutting so that 
:he forests would be permanent. 
U. S. census reports show clearly how 
the population of forest communities In 
northern Michigan has declined with the 
cutting off of the 
timber, 
which 
has 
furnished a livelihood for 
the 
inhabit­ 
ants. 
Kalkaska county 
in 
the 
Lower 
Peninsula, for instance, declined from 8,- 
097 In 1910 to 3,799 in 1930, a decrease 
of 53.1 per cent. 
Iosco county dropped 
from 15.224 in 1890 to 7,517 
in 
1930. 
Similar losses In population occurred In 
he Upper Peninsula when 
the 
timber 
gave out. 
Congressman Hook’s m easure furnishes 
an opportunity to curb the destruction of 
our remaining timber supply. 
We have 
comparatively little left, but at least we 
ihould try to save what we have. 


A Business Barometer 
I 
N the pre-war days when such words as 
steel wheat, coal, oil, 
cotton, 
copper, 
extiles, and power were words to conjure 
within the world of Big Business 
there 
was one more than half 
neglected 
step­ 
child seldom heard of. 
It never appeared 
conspicuously when company was present, 
Big Business company from Wall Street. 
That stepchild was the chemical industry. 
Chemicals have always been made in 
:he United States. 
Indeed the very first 
patent issued by the American 
Govern­ 
ment was one covering a process for re-* 
covering pot and pearl ash, 
a 
chemical 
process. 
It was granted to Samuel Hop­ 
kins of Massachusetts. 
The Dupont pow­ 
der venture, nearly a century and a half 
ago, was a chemical 
one. 
Nevertheless 
chemistry had not been developed in this 
country as it had beeu in others, notably 
3ermany. 
The United States, as well 
us 
mauy 
other countries, relied upon Germany for 
chemicals of all sorts from the 
heavy, 
basic ones to the finest synthetic 
mate­ 
rials. 
It was not believed that they could 
aot be produced here: 
indeed 
it 
was 
known that they could be, but, because of 
lower labor 
and raw 
materials 
costs 
ibroad, it was cheaper to buy what was 
seeded. 
Then came the Great War. 
Before the 
United States entered the struggle normal 
lupplles were cut off because of the Brit­ 
ish sea blockade. Just as the British were 
keeping food out of Germany 
so 
were 
they preventing Germany from sustaining 
her credit by selling goods abroad. 
Many 
people will remember the dramatic voy­ 
age of the German m erchant submarine, 
the Deutchland, which, evading 
block­ 
ading squadrons of 
the 
British 
aud 
French fleets, made port 
at 
Baltimore 
while this country still was neutral. 
Her 
cargo was almost exclusively composed of 
chemicals. 
They commanded the prices 
of precious gems 
so great was the need 
here. 
When the United States 
entered 
the 
struggle, efforts to 
make the 
United 
Mates sell-reliant in the chemical field 


sensation of roadside timber strips In that 
state. Where roadside timber has been cut 
away, the Journal urges that new trees 
be planted. 
"A road should offer such beauty as is 
possible,” comments the 
Journal. 
”It 
should yield the traveler gracious vistas, 
a sense of charm, an aspect of 
verdure 
and thriving vegetation. 
Especially 
1b 
this true in Wisconsin where 
we 
make 
much of our tourist business, and where 
thousands of motorists use the roads to 
“see the state” as well as to move from 
here to there. 
“Nor ddes proper highway planting in­ 
terfere with either safety or free 
move­ 
ment. A tree at the very edge of the pave­ 
ment may be a hazard and 
require 
re­ 
moval 
But shrubbery properly planted 
In Its place would likely add to safety. 
There is no better “back stop” for u car 
that goes out of control and heads for a 
ditch than a tangle of yielding shrubbery. 
“Good roadside planting . also 
would 
check the drifting snows. 
Trees 
in the 
background would reduce the sun’s glare. 
Proper roadside hedges would 
serve 
as 
windbreaks for much of the countryside. 
In fact, the planting on 
our 
roadsides 
could be a m ajor factor in the preserva­ 
tion of agricultural values, soil moisture, 
the restoration of bird life, the upholding 
of scenic beauty.” 
W hat is good for Wisconsin highways 
is equally good for Michigan’s, of course. 
It is gratifying to be able to report that 
the state highway departm ent has 
been 
mindful of the necessity aud value of pre­ 
serving roadside timber. The public, how­ 
ever, should appreciate this phase of high­ 
way development more than is apparent. 
For if the people demand it. roadside re­ 
storation work would be carried on more 
extensively than now is the ease.

Slowly the shape of H itler’s next act in 
Czechoslovakia becomes clearer. 
But the 
real reason why H itler wants 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia is generally ignored. W hat 
is 
he 
driving at? 
News columns 
talk 
of 
deep 
racial 
yearnings— the hunger 
of 
the 
German 
Fatherland for her three million sons in 
Czechoslovakia. 
But there Is a good deal 
more to all this than that. 
In western 
Czechoslovakia, 
nestling 
against Germany, is Bohemia, a 
Czech 
province. In the East is Ruthenia. In the 
center is Slovakia* It is, first of all, th at 
small piece of Czechoslovakia called Bo­ 
hemia that is im portant. 
In Bohemia are those 3,500,000 Ger­ 
mans who make the desperate racial issue. 
But more im portant 
than 
Germans 
is 
something else. In Bohemia there is the 
great 
Skoda 
munitions 
plants. 
These 
plants are now largely dominated by the 
Schnelder-Creusot concern, French m uni­ 
tion magnates They supply the m unitions 
of Czechoslovakia, Rumania, Yugoslavia 
and Poland. They dominate the Laurin- 
Glement auto works of 
Czechoslovakia, 
Avia, the airplane Industry, Kablo, 
the 
Entente cable company, the power plants 
of Brno-Donat 
and 
Konstructlva, 
the 
largest road 
construction 
corporation. 
They own Interests In Polskia Zaklady, 
Polish m unitions works and other Indus­ 
tries throughout the Little Entente. 
But besides this there are im portant pig 
iron and steel, textiles and many highly 
developed industrial 
production 
plants, 
lignite, coal and chemicals. 
The Ausslg 
works near th e German frontier are the 
largest on the continent outside of 
Ger­ 
many. 
— NEED FACTORIES AND GRAIN 
FIELDS— 
If Adolph H itler can add this rich Mid- 
dle-Europeau Pittsburgh to his assets he 
will have greatly enriched Germany’s eco­ 
nomic resources. 
But he will have done 
far more. 
In his book “ Mein Kampf,” Hitler said: 
“ We shall stop our eternal driving tow­ 
ard the South and West and 
turn 
our 
eyes to land in 
the 
East. 
When 
we 
speak today of more territory in Europe 
we can only think In the first instance of 
Russia and the border states under Rus­ 
sian suzerainty.” 
Hitler was of course speaking of the 
Ukraine— for that is the part of Russia 
he wants. 
Its rich grain fields are preci­ 
ous to Germany. The border states 
are 
chiefly parts of Lithuania, parts of Po­ 
land, Czechoslovakia 
and 
her 
Balkan 
allies. 
And Czechoslovakia is a m agnifi­ 
cent pathway across Europe to within IOO 
miles of the Ukraine. 
—CZECHOSLOVAKIA HAS POWER­ 
FUL ALLIES-— 
Does this mean that the German legions 
will soon march into Czechoslovakia? An 
attack upon Csechoslovakla will be a very 
different thing from an attack upon Aus­ 
tria. 
As someons has observed, A ustria 
was a country with a world of friends and 
no allies. Csechoslovakla Is a country with 
few friends but m any powerful allies. 
First, there is the 
Little 
E ntente — 
Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania and 
Yogoslo- 
via. These countries are bound together 
for defense and their ties were drawn clos­ 
er together in 193 5. 
Then France has a 
“mutual assistance” pact with Czechoslo­ 
vakia. France has announced 
she 
will 
fight lf her ally Is attacked. 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia has a sim ilar treaty of m utual 
as­ 
sistance with Russia. 
Czechoslovakia’s 
German 
frontier 
is 
guarded by formidable mountains. And, 
of course, she has a strong army and im­ 
mense stores of munitions. Au attack upon 
Czechoslovakia might mean instant Euro­ 
pean war with Russia, France, the L ittle 
Entente. It might mean war between these 
countries with populations 
aggregating 
335,000,000 aud Germany, Austria 
and, 
perhaps, Italy, with a combined popula­ 
tion of 115,000,000 or but one-third as 
much. And tWo of these countries 
have 
the most powerful military machines in 
the world. How the rest of Europe would 
line up in such a fight must be 
left 
to 
guess, but the chances would be heavily 
against Germany. 
— PENETRATION A LA NAZI— 
HITLEH’N RENT RET— 
Docb It not, therefore, seem more like­ 
ly that Hitler will take some 
different 
course for his drive to the East? At pres­ 
ent in Bohemia is a united German popu­ 
lation of 3,500,000, now nearly com plete­ 
ly Nazified. 
That population may be de­ 
pended on to create an immense d istur­ 
bance and to precipitate an Incident when 
required. 
Nuzi 
penetration 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
looks like th e best bet for H itler. 
And 
reports of his demands upon that country 
seem to bear this out. lf these reports be 
true the Sudeten Germans in 
Bohemia, 
supported by Hitler, are 
demanding 
a 
federated state on the Swiss model, with 
four 
cantons— Germau, 
Czech, 
Polish, 
Slovak. 
Then he wants to bring Czecho­ 
slovakia under German economic depend 
once. Then he hopes to wreck the 
Little 
Entente. 
lf he succeeds the Germans concentrat­ 
ed in Bohemia aud with the largest poli­ 
tical party now In the 
Czechoslovakian 
parliament, will become a powerful force 
united to G ermany for all practical p ur­ 
poses with their immense 
industrial 
re ­ 
sources.

history of American Foreign Policy. 
The resistance to 
foreign 
entangle­ 
ments, the high moral purposes, the 
In­ 
fluence of special groups, the division of 
power between Senate and President — 
all the factors which cu&e the foreign pol­ 
icy of the United States with confusion, 
pointlessness 
and 
Impracticality 
are 
beautifully Illustrated In the Spanish em­ 
bargo’s story. 
Recently, It has been 
reported 
that 
the administration will back a repealer of 
the embargo. 
In the interests of 
demo­ 
cracy, it is said, the New Deal no longer 
wishes to keep war supplies from the loy­ 
alists. .If the reports are true, America 
is about to act— but act too late, 
after 
Franco’s foreign mercenaries have march­ 
ed to the see, after German bombs have 
made a shambles of a great civilized city, 
after democracy’s cause is all but 
lost. 
Thus, in foreign affairs, the United States 
has always acted— too late. 
One wonders why. 
The 
answer, 
of 
course, lies la the inexorable interplay of 
the factors already mentioned. 
MEMORY OF GEORGE WASHINGTON 
The story of the Spanish embargo be­ 
gins in the agitation for the 
Neutrality 
Act. 
By a curious blend 
of 
quotations 
from George Washington and evidence on 
bankers’ and 
industrialists’ 
profits 
in 
the last war, a tremendous pressure was 
got up for the neutrality set’s 
passage. 
The President, who does not love mandat­ 
ory legislation, fought hard against the 
measure. 
But eimn he could not resist 
the pressure. 
The act became law. 
Just at the height of the excitement, 
hostilities broke out in Spain. It was soon 
apparent that the Spanish Civil war 
in­ 
volved a conflict between other Euro­ 
pean powers. 
Immediately the leaders of 
tho neutrality act agitation, such men aq 
Senator Nye of North Dakota and Senator 
Clark of Missouri, cried out that arms ex­ 
ports to either Spanish side 
would 
be 
quite as bad as arms exports to more for­ 
mal belligerents. 
Accordingly a special 
codicil was added to the neutrality 
act, 
specifically subjecting the Spanish con­ 
flict to the neutrality act’s provisions. 
The White House, still far from fond 
of mondatory legislation, did not greatly 
love the new embargo. 
But, once again, 
public pressure was 
too 
strong. 
The 
White House bowed before it, 
and 
the 
embargo was duly enforced. 
THE NEXT STAGE 
Thus the embargo became a part of the 
"foreign policy of this 
country. 
For 
a 
time, there was no great Interest In It. 
Washington liberals, all 
then 
rtrongly 
pacifist, approved it. 
Even the moet pro­ 
loyalist publicists hesitated to attack it, 
for fear of attacking the neutrality act. 
But, in the meanwhile, Fascist aggres­ 
sion all over the world was slowly sap­ 
ping the pacifist sentiment in 
America. 
Those who had once been most aggres­ 
sive in their isolationism began to wonder 
whether the United States 
might 
not 
strike st least a peaceful blow for free­ 
dom and liberty. 
Meanwhile, also, 
the 
Spanish loyalists, the fighters for free­ 
dom and liberty, were 
having 
difficulty 
getting arms, whereas the Francistas were 
amply equipped with 
bombs, 
machine 
guns and mercenaries by the Fascist pow­ 
ers. 
Thus, just as It did in the World War, 
the first faint 
outcry 
began 
^against 
isolationism. 
It 
came 
from 
different 
groups, not from the rich and conserva­ 
tive, but from the poor and radical, >et, 
functionally, It was the same outcry that 
was heard In this country in 1915 and 
1916. 
DENOUEMENT 
As time went on, as tho esse of free­ 
dom and decency in Spain grew the more 
desperate, the outcry against 
the 
em­ 
bargo grew louder. 
Now it has reached 
such proportions that Senator Nye him­ 
self would like the 
embargo 
repealed. 
Senator Norris, hero of pacifism in. the 
World War, favors repeal also, and there 
Is strong sentiment for It among all con­ 
gressional liberals. 
Moreover, the chances are 
that 
the 
President agrees with Senator Norris and 
Senator Nye. 
whether or 
not he will 
hack a repealer. 
He is strongly partisan 
in the quarrel between fascism and Demo­ 
cracy, aa well he might be. 
He caret lit­ 
tle for the orthodox forme of foreign pol­ 
icy. 
A desire to help the loyalists would 
be natural in him. 
The trouble Is that the embargo la now 
part of American Foreign Policy, and its 
lifting will be an open indorsement of the 
loyalist cause, with all that 
Implies 
in 
world affairs. 
Lifting the embargo will 
also be a negation of the President’s kind 
word for the Anglo-Italian Pact, and It 
will be a completa reversal of the isola­ 
tionism of the neutrality act.

4,500 Fam ilies Farming 
With Federal Ald On 
Equipment 


County Supervisors of the Farm 
Security 
Administration, 
since 
last July I, beglhnlpg of the pres­ 
ent fiscal 
year, 
have provided 
operating goods loans to 941 ad­ 
ditional farm families in Michi­ 
gan, it was announced this week 
by James H. Dance, Acting Reg­ 
ional Director, Milwaukee. 
This brings the total to over 
4,500 families in the state who

farming 
with 
the ald of 
"standard"' five-year loans, secur­ 
ed for the purchase of farm equip­ 
ment, livestock, seed and teed.

In addition to the five-year Ru­ 
ral Rehabilitation loans, a total 
of 2,973 '’emergency" loans for

one-halt,

11,451, of these have been repaid. 
Farm and home plans, sucom- 
Ipanied with friendly supervision, 
insure a fair standard of living tor 
the family and repayment of the 
loan, if average crop yields and 
livestock production can be main­ 
tained. • 
"Michigan borrowers," accord­ 
ing to Dance, "have made an en­ 
viable record. 
During the two 
and 
one-half 
years the loaning 
program has been In operation, 
they 
have 
increased their net 
worth, added more livestock and 
repaid a total of 91,064.034.00 
plus interest." 
Roswell G. Carr, East Lansing, 
state director of Rural Rehabili­ 
tation, says the demand for loans 
this year is greater than at any 
time since the beginning of the 
program.

State Political Gossip 


Frank Couzens-for-Goveraor Drive May 
Be Started Soon.

(Grand Rapids Press) 
Lansing—Possibility that Frank 
Couzens, former mayor of Detroit, 
may enter the Republican primar­ 
ies in quest of the gubernatorial 
nomination 
again 
is being dis­ 
cussed. 
It 
is 
learned 
from 
several 
sources, 
considered 
authoritive, 
that a boom may be started for 
the son of the late United States 
senator. 
Couzens, however, has 
not been available for comment. 
It appears there are many Re­ 
publican voters lacking in enthusi­ 
asm for Frank D. Fitsgerald and 
Harry S. Toy. It is reported that 
the trial balloon sent up by. O. L. 
Smith 
supporters 
to sound out 
sentiment for the Detroit lawyer 
failed to convince 
them 
Smith 
should start. Some want Couzens 
as a compromise candidate. 
To add to the possibilities of a 
good primary scrap, nominating 
petitions for Melville B. McPher­ 
son of Lowell have been placed in 
circulation, but, even so, many 
here think McPherson is just cam­ 
paigning for his place on the state 
tax commission. 
Friends of Couzens apparently 
are making a survey of the Re­ 
publican situation and don’t be 
surprised if at the moment con­ 
sidered opportune a campaign to 
win him the nomination will be 
launched. The deadline for filing 
petitions is July 26. 
DEMOCRATS HAVE EDGE 
OVER MICHIGAN GOF. 
With probably not more than 
one contest for a state office nom­ 
ination 
the 
Democrats seem to 
have the edge on the Republicans. 
They will be ready well in ad­ 
vance of the GOP. 
At present the Democrats face 
one primary contest. 
It will de- 
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termine the nominee for lieuten­ 
ant governor. 
The incumbent is 
Leo J. Nowicki. 
He has aroused 
some ill feeling among party lead­ 
ers, but in spite of that it looks 
as it he is to have some substan­ 
tial backing for a second term. 
Representative George A. Schroe- 
der, Detroit Democrat and speaker 
of the house of 
representatives 
will oppose Nowicki for the nomi­ 
nation. 
In 
contrast, 
the Republicans 
will have contests for the nomina­ 
tion for governor and lieutenant 
governor which will not be decid­ 
ed until Sept. 13. 
Then at their 
convention a full state ticket must 
be nominated. 
The election cam­ 
paign naturally must be of short 
duration. 
The "daffy dills" of the silly 
political season are busy again. 
DEMOCRATS ADDED SS 
CARLOADS OF LIQUOR 
Two of the latest "buds" were 
the speech of James F. Thomson, 
chairman of the Republican state 
central committee to an Ingham 
county 
audience, 
and the reply 
that came from the Democratic 
controlled liquor commission. 
It has been common knowledge 
for months that the commission 
overbought 
last 
November 
for 
Christmas trade that did not ex­ 
ist. 
The Inventory accordingly 
approached the all-time high. 
The funny part of the situation 
is that Edward W. McFarland, 
chairman, and Irvin (Cy) Huston, 
secretary, 
relieved 
Republican 
Hale G. Knight of the responsi­ 
bility of buying early in Novem­ 
ber. 
Knight’s holiday purchase or­ 
ders were submitted to McFarland 
to study. 
The next thing Knight 
knew of the subject, his orders 
had been increased by 85 carloads, 
which on any railroad is some 
train. 
In October, 1937, under Knight, 
the inventory was down to $4.- 
242,186 which up to that time 
was the low point In the history 
of the commission excepting, of 
course, the day the liquor com­ 
mission began to function. 
Under the kited orders of Hus­ 
ton 
and 
McFarland with little 
business in sight, the inventory 
Dec. 31, 1937, stood at $6,939,- 
403. compared with $7,136,706 a 
year previous when things were 
booming. 
The increase in dollars and 
cents was $952,000, but Thomson 
charged $3,000,000 was the hike 
Huston ha dgiven Knight’s orders. 
While facts make little difference 
when it comes to talking politics, 
Thomson was off about two weeks 
when Huston put into effect his 
new purchasing policy. 
MERCHANDISING DIRECTOR 
REALLY MEANS BUSINESS 
Gov. 
Murphy 
knew and had 
known for months 
that 
things 
were none too good at the liquor 
control commission. He had time 
and again insisted on the appoint­ 
ment of a purchasing agent and 
merchandiser to get the inventory 
down. 
Then came the appointment of 
Jerome Thomas, ‘director of mer­ 
chandising. 
Thomas 
knew 
the 
only way to cut inventories was to 
■top 
buying 
and after the fast 
moving items had been determin­ 
ed to concentrate on those items. 
A combination of those policies 
plus an upturn in sales in April, 
for the first time since last No­ 
vember, did the trick. 
So Thomas takes a prominent 
place among the forgotten men 
when Chairman McFarland and 
his Democratic colleague, V. F. 
Gormely, adopted a resolution re­ 
pudiating the charges of Thomson. 
They get out their very best cut­ 
lery to slice the political baloney 
with

closing paragraph of 
their three-page "handout": 
"The commission therefore in­ 
dorses the policies of Cy Huston 
and other individuals who in No­ 
vember, 1937, introduced the pur­ 
chasing policies which made the 
above results possible." 
P. S.— Knight, by the commis­

statement, had the 
lowest inventory in the commis­ 
sion’s history when Huston took 
over the job.

* Lieut. Col. Floyd E. Evans, di­ 
rector of the state bureau of aero­ 
nautics, reviewed the progress of 
aviation in Michigan and told of 
air mail possibilities of this re­ 
gion in a talk at the joint meeting 
of the Rotary and Kiwanis clubs 
a t the Delta Totel yesterday noon.

Guests at the joint meeting In­ 
cluded: 
Norman H. Hill, secre­ 
tary to Governor Frank Murphy; 
{Walter Arntzen, local aviator; and 
;H. J. Norton, 
Upper 
Peninsula 
{member of the state aeronautics 
[board. The speaker was introduc­ 
e d by Harold Gessner. 
Colonel Evans spoke in part as 
follows: 
Today there is a network of na­ 
tional airways comprising over 
26,000 miles. 
These airways are 
provided with the most modern 
navigational facilities consisting 
of airway beacons located approxi­ 
mately fifteen miles apart; radio 
range stations at an average of 
IOO miles apart each equipped 
with teletypewriter apparatus and 
.weather reporting personnel for 
{advising 
weather conditions at 
[frequent 
intervals. 
Emergency 
^anding fields are provided along 
these airways at about fifty mile 
Intervals and large terminal air­ 
ports are in existence at most of 
our larger cities for the accommo­ 
dation of our air transport planes. 
Air Travel Increasing 
Increased use of the airplane in 
transport service is evidenced by 
the increase of 23 percent in pas­ 
sengers and IOO percent in express 
carried during the year 1937 as 
compared with the previous year, 
river a million passengers were 
transported in scheduled air trans­ 
port planes last year and nearly 
twenty million pounds 
of 
mall. 
Nearly 100,000 passengers were 
transported to or from the Detroit 


City Airport alane last year. 
Fast as has been the growth of 
the scheduled air transport indus­ 
try in the U. S. the surface has 
only been scratched. 
Regular air 
service is available-today to only 
220 cities in the United States. 
Other cities are being added to the 
schedules but in relatively small 
numbers and this condition will 
not change materially until feeder 
line service IS established to com­ 
munities 
that 
are 
located 
off 
transcontinental 
or 
intrametro­ 
politan routes. 
Included in a re­ 
cent bill for the establishment of 
feeder line service is a route from 
Detroit to Sault Ste. Marie. When 
this route is established the en­ 
tering wedge for air transport ser­ 
vice into the Upper Peninsula will 
have been driven. The next routes 
to be established probably will be 
from Chicago via Grand Rapids 
and Traverse City to the Soo and 
one extending north from Milwau­ 
kee via Green Bay to the Copper 
Country either by way of Mar­ 
quette or Iron Mountain. 
The 
next 
natural 
air route 
through 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
probably will be the east-west one 
from Montreal with stops at the 
Soo, Marquette and Ironwood and 
extending west to join the exist­ 
ing air line at Fargo, North Dako­ 
ta, and thus on to Seattle. 
When 
these routes are established the 
Upper Peninsula will surely have 
a fine air service 
with 
through 
connections to all parts of the 
United States. 
These possibilities 
of scheduled service 
should 
be 
kept in mind and plans perfected 
for the establishment of suitable 
terminal airport facilities. 
This 
is really not a serious 
matter 
where land costs are low as they 
are in the Upper Peninsula and 
a il no doubt will continue to be 
forthcoming from the federal gov­ 
ernment for airport construction 
through relief agencies. 
A stren­ 
uous move is now being made to* 
ear marked federal funds for not 
only the development 
and 
im­ 
provement of airports but their 
maintenance as well. We are near­ 
er to accomplishing this objective 
at this time than we have ever 
been in the past.

in 
Spain, But non-intervention 
has 
been a complete myth. An inter­ 
national war la being fought 
in 
Spain, 
with 
the 
overwhelming 
majority of the Spanish people on 
one side, openly assisted by Rus­ 
sia, and assisted by several thou­ 
sand volunteers from all 
demo 
cratie nations, 
whose 
nationals 
not only did not send 
them 
to 
Spain, but put everything in the 
way of their going there. 
On the other side, the war has 
been fought by General Franco 
and a large proportion of the offi­ 
cers of the Spanish army, assisted 
openly by Germany and Italy, not 
only with 
supplies 
and 
tech­ 
nicians, but, in the case of Italy, 
by thousands of trained soldiers. 
Since the Chamberlain govern­ 
ment came in In England, 
and 
Eden went out, and the British 
policy 
of 
rapprochement 
with 
Italy was consummated, England 
has been also 
Indirectly 
aiding 
Franco, and now British foreign 
policy is dominating France. And 
under the operations of our 
neu­ 
trality act, we have simply 
been 
following the British lead wher­ 
ever it might choose to go,

therefore put ourselves in a posi­ 
tion of giving 
indirect

to 
Franco. Because Franco does not 
need a«*ms. He

them, from the forces that have 
supplied him from the very be­ 
ginning.

Now, the 
unfortunate 
thing 
shout all this, is that far 
from 
decreasing tensions In

the Spanish war is being fought 
out, Those who are In favor

Franco want us to keep up 
the 
embargo on arms to Spain 
and 
falsely claim that by so doing we 
are maintaining neutrality. Those 
whose sympathies are 
with 
the 
loyalists want us to raise It, and 
ean rightly claim that the embar­ 
go is not an act of neutrality but 
an act of assistance to Franco. 
There Is not any question that 
pro-Franeo quarters are alarmed 
at the possibility that the United 
States may lift the embargo and 
in Washington the British 
have 
brought every possible Influence 
lo bear against our changing the 
neutrality legislation, 
obviously 
because they want American col­ 
laboration in the particular dip­ 
lomatic game that they are play­ 
ing.

But it's not America’s business 
to 
play 
anybody’s 
diplomatic 
game. 
Unless we are prepared to stop 
selling arms to everybody in tho 
world on any

whether they are at

ing them to anybody

Use of Locally-Owned 
Machines Accepted 
by Contractor 


A dispute over the use of trucks 
owned by men not residents of 
Manistique on the city's 
PWA 
street 
grading 
project 
halted 
work on the project for a 
brief 
time yesterday morning, but was 
amicably settled when 
Wilmer 
Pierson, 
contractor, 
agreed to 
have the trucks removed in fav­ 
or of locally owned trucks. 
The 
dispute concerned truck 
rentals, but not track operators, 
as the four trucks being used on 
the project which were not owned 
locally, were being driven by lo­ 
cal truck drivers. 
A 
delegation 
of local truck 
owners 
protested 
the 
use 
of 
outside 
trucks 
on 
the 
pro­ 
ject, but a settlement 
was 
not 
made until one of the locally own­ 
ed trucks, not employed on the 
project, dumped a load of dirt a 
few feet from where it was load-' 
ad. 
According to the terms of the 
Publlo Works Administration con­ 
tract,^the contractor must hire lo­ 
os* help, wherever possible, except 
that clerical help and 
foremen 
need not be secured locally. The 
contract does not specify that the 
equipment used on 
the 
project 
must be secured locally, however. 
Local truck operators, protest­ 
ing the use of outside trucks on 
the project here, pointed out that 
they were unable to rent 
their 
trucks on projects in other coun­ 
ties, and felt that if any trucks 
were needed on a project in Man- 
lstlque, the local trucks should be 
hired. 
The argument was quickly set- 
tled when Pierson agreed to re­ 
move the outside trucks and re­ 
place them with four locally own­ 
ed trucks.
